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PREFACE. 





Iv all attempts to acquire knowledge in any art or 
fcience, the firfl efforts are to make ourfelves matters of 
the principles upon which they are founded. Being 
made converfant with thefe, whatever from thenee pro- 
ceeds, however diffufive, or varioufly diverfified, we can 
more readily underftand, more perfectly afcertain, and 
more flrongly retain in our memory: hence, by a little 
experience, the whole fubjeét, however perplexed it may 
have appeared before, beomes plain and intelligible. 
For we are empowered to fimplify the whole; examine 
it cither analytically or fynthetically, tracing it both 
from caufe to effe&t, and the reyerfe; thus becoming con- 
foious, by the fimilarity of the produéts, of the certitude 
of our conclufions, 

It happens thus alfa, in our exertions to make ourfelves 
competent to the underftanding of any language, with 
which we have been before unacquainted: for, if we look

jute Works, % thé language of which we ave vntire 
flrangers, the whole appears a compages of letters, hud- 
dled together without order or meaning; but no fooner 
are we acquainted with the fources from whence it flows, 
but we foon acquire the rules by which it is regulated ; 
our underftanding becomes enlightened, we readily per- 
ceive the propriety and beauty of the arrangement, and 
our minds are enriched with a number of delightful 
ideas. 

But let us place ourfelves amongft a fet of foreigners, 
whofe language we have not been ageuftomed to read 
or ever been taught to underftand; their converfation 
ig to us ap, unintelligible jargon, as incomprehenfible as 
the various tones of the byute ercatiott, each of which 
inay convey to themfclyes a fpecific mhaning, but to us 
are fo many ufelefs founds. 

When I arriyed in Indiay and fome tinte afterwards; 
T flood oxaétly in this unhappy predicament: but what 
greatly added to my, mortification was; that when I pew 
sud a newipaper, that fource of neceffary information, 
wherein are frequently inferted very inferefling acconnte 
af, various occurrences, which men {earch afler with avi-+ 
dity: or, when I looked into works of the authors who 
treated of the manners, euftoma, trade, culture, &e. of 
the people, amongfl whoni it was my prefent Jot to re» 
fide, my not underfanding, a number of thé particular 
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terma which were made ufe of, left me, when IT had 
finifhed, as niuch tininformed us before I began. 

From thefe civountflances the foutces of all neceffary 
information ware locked up, from mes how this evil 
was to be remedied, became therefore the grand defis 
deratum. After reflecting on the modes of acquiving 
knowledge, before hinted at, I concluded that the bet 
method to obviate the difficulty which prefented it- 
{elf to me, as I was at that time divefted of all affiftance, 
would be to collect every expreffion that was new to mt, 
with which I could mevt, and annex the meaning, nd 
thus furnifh myfelf with as large a copia verborum, as 
opportunity might permit, and thefe I fet down as fo 
wiany principles, from which I muft derive future inform- 
ations for higher I could not at prefent move. 

1 could not continue long ina&tive. The inquifitive 
mind; fully bent on inftruétion, where knowledge is to 
be acquired by affiduity and attention, pufhes itfelf ran 
pidly forward in its purfuit, becaule it is pleafed in it 
progrefs, and benefited by the refult, I foon, therefore, 
anade an extenfiye colle&tion of termes to thefe I had 
eecafional veferenee, and thus formed o path through 
which I regeived a variety of information, and had the 
confolatory fatisfaction of experioncing, from day to day, 
eonfiderable improvement. 

T thought now my labour finifhed; but a new difficulty 
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flarted. The terms I had collected were fo numerous, 
that the conflant references I was obliged to make, be« 
came not only iroubleforne, but tedious, wafting too 
great a portion of time: to remedy which inconvenience, 
¥ digefted the whole into alphabetical order, and thus ron~ 
dered it extremely ufeful; fo much fo, that reading and 
converfing furnithed me with now refources, and became 
the beneficial as well as agrecable amufement of my lei~ 
fure hours, fupplying a fund of entertainment, and a 
telayation from the feverer duties of my avocation, 
Reflecting then on my own fityation, when T firft ar- 
rived in India—flrongly impreffed with the difficulties T 
had to encounter—experiencing fo much pleafure and 
fuch great advantage in the conqueft—I was ftruck with 
the thought, that my labours might be rendered ufeful 
to thofe who fhould be placed in the fame fituation, and 
under the like circumftances with myfelf; and might 
ftimulate others to, and haften the completion of, a fimi- 
Jar work on a more extenfive fealc, On thefe confidera- 
tions I formed a determination to prefent it to the pubs 
lic eyes and notwith@anding a work publithed by Mr 
Hadley, on the fame plan, fell into my hands, I faw no 
fuffizient caufe for dropping the proje@, Mr, Hadley’s 
work I examined with great care, and found that the 
terms I had colleéted, and the explanations I had given, 
‘were infinitely more numerous than thofe contained in 


his edition, 
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It has been thought right to give this fhort fketch of 
the motives which induced this publication, that is now 
launched into the world, unproteéted, unpatronized, yn- 
recommended but by the utility which may be rendered 
to thofe, whofe fortunes may require its aid. 

Such then the motives—fuch the intent—the Author 
flatters himfelf, that the public will reccive this little 
work with candour. Should it, from its utility, be thought 
worthy of general approbation, he fhall think his4a- 
bour well beftowed, and fhall perfevere in his purfuit 
with unremitting affiduity to enlarge and improve the 
work, in'order to render a fecond edition, if neceffary,
